NOMINATING CONVENTION 


The Social Credit nomination con- 
vention held in Strathmore on Friday 
February 16th, resulted in the endo.- 
sation of 1. M. McCune, George E. Bel , 
and }k. Muehler as candidates. th 
group decided that three nominces 
were sufficient, and their selection 
excluded only one nominee. 

Present at the meeting were 1. M 
McCune, M, L. A., Gleichen, Archi 
Mitchell, M. P. Medicine Hai, and C, 
E. Johnson, M. P. Bow River. Mr Mit- 
chell spoke briefly on the impres- 
sions of the members concerning Pre- 
mier King’s startlingly short session, 
and declared that King had sacrificed 
the interests of the Allied cause and a 
United Canada in order to protect the 
interests of the Liberal party in Can- 
ada. 

The Social Credit party, he stated, 
had two platforms, the provincial and 
the New Democracy in the federal 
campaign. Both of these hal taken im- 
mense amounts of time, and energy to 
formulate, despite all statements tu 
the contrary. Copies of their plattorm 
are being printed and distributed as 
quickly as possible, he said. 

Following a motion to rezone areas 
curtailed by the recent changes in the 
boundaries of the constituency, and to 
zone the new territory added to it, 
Messrs Herman, Bulger, L. Bittle, anl 
McCune were appointed a committee 
to look after this. Presenting the re- 
port of this committee, Mr McCune 
said they recommended that the old 
zones be numbered to make 10 = i 
all 

Mr Johnson came forward to speak 
briefly on changes made in the Elec- 
tions Act, dealing mainly with Sec. 
273 to the effect that any elector 
whose name does not appear on the 
list may be sworn by the deputy re- 
turning officer with a witness w..ose 
name does appear on the list. ‘This 
ruling applies only to rural polling div- 
(sions. He also brought to the atten- 
tion of those present the fact that each 
enumerating officer is required to at- 
tend from 10 a.m. until 10 p.m. on 
March 13th in orler to correct any mis- 
takes in the preliminary list posted 
by him. 


"The preerres of raising finances in 
order to carry on the forthcominz 
campaigns was brouglit forward lexi, 
and as a general basis to gy on, Mii 
McCune revealed that the last ca 
paign in this riding cost $141.8), nt 
including the personal expenses .f the 
candidate, nor the expenses incurre 
in a number of cases where hai: re 
advertising of meetings, etc, were 
carried by teh local group ia c arg 
He said that this was probabl- ¢t 
only constituency in the province that 
got off as lightly as that. M. M tche!: 
Btatel that in the federal constituency 
much larger than the provincial, the 
1935 campaign had cost somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $800.00 and Mz: 
Johnson said his had run about $600. 
On this basis Mr Johnson propose: 
that the Federal and Provincial Asso- 
ciations work together and pool thei: 
expenses, as a number of expenses 
would otherwise be duplicated. Mr. 
McCune also stated that the Province: 
ial Association were planning a series 
of province-wide broadcasts and that 
each constituency would derive the 
benefit of these A motion in con- 
junction with tsese suggestions that 
each zone be assessed $25:00 towards 
campaign expenses wag refused 

A further motion that eachc g.oup be 
reponsible for the immediate expense; 
incurred by holding meetings with 
spekers in their own locality was car- 
ried 

Also moved and Carried was a 6uUg- 
gestion that each group raise and be 
responsible for contributing to Assoc- 
Jation funds an amount equal to .50 
per member, this money to be raised 
as the groups see fit, 

The names of the selected nominees 
will be turned in to the advisory comm- 
ittee, and in each case, they will make 
the final selection of the candiate 

Mr Johnson announcd during the 
meeting that he and Mr McCune would 
be speaking in Dalroy on Feb. 20. 

Mr. George E Bell acted as chairman 
and eonard Hill as Secretary. Acc- 
ording to the credentials committee 
report, there were 32 accredited dele- 
gates, representing 16 groups. 

Leonard Hill was announced as the

‘The EDMON TON LETTER

Edmonton, Feb, 22— The date of the 
election is March 21st—- just five days 
before the federal vote. The date was 
set Friday night when Aberbart pre- 
sented to Lieutenant—Governor Hon, 
J. C. Bowen for signature an order dis- 
solving the legislature; the premier an- 
nounced the dissolution and the elec- 
tion a few minutes later in the legisla 
tive chamber, 

In spite of war problems and the 
fact that for the first time in the Ab- 
erbrt regime there had been no spec- 
fal sessions for a year, the budget of 
about $25,000,000 was the largest the 
people of Alberta ever have been ask- 
ed to pay. In spite of the fact that 
grave charges of carelessness and inef- 
ficiency in the handling of public funds 
had been made, the legislative session 
was teh shortest regular sesion on 
record in Alberta. Les than a day was 
spent on the budget; it was pusbed 
throsgh at the rate of $90,000 every 
five minutes, 

The brevity of the session did not 
prevent the members from taking 
their indemnities of $2,000 each for 
those seven days of sitting in the leg- 
islature, 

According to reports from the sec- 
ret sessions of the caucus, the Social 
Credit board of strategy wanted the 
members to accept just a part of that 
$2,000 because it was felt that voters 
might not like to see the members 
grab 287 a day each for rushing 
through their jobs.. But, according to 
those reports, the members objected 
to losing aby part of the full indem- 
nity.. 

In its rush to choke off the session. 
the government did not pause long 
enough toreceive and table the report 
of the McGillivray royal commission 
which, under government orders, sat 
for more than a year investigating the 
oil industry in Alberta, Close to 
$60,000 was spent by the government 
on that commission, it is shown by fig: 
ures made public so far, and it is be- 
lieved that costs to the companies in- 
volved were even more. Mr Justice A. 
A. McGillivray’s commission probed 
the entire situation thoroughly in do 
sens of its angles, getting a complete 


ay by going far beyond the 
points which the government had sug- 
gested. And in the “speech from the 
throne” the cabinet took credit for 
the healthy condition of the industry 
in the province, although the govern. 
ment does little else than collect its 
profits in royalties from production 
and say how much can be _ prodused. 
It is not known now when the com- 
mission's report will be presented and 
made public, or whether any action 
will be taken on it by the govern- 
ment, 

The bill to “empower” the Alberta 
government to apply to the parliament 
of Canada for incorporation of an Al 
berta Provincial bank was passed dur- 
ing the rush. It was hailed as the ma- 
jor piece of legislation and already in- 
dicated as one of the chief planks of 
the Social Credit party platform in 
the election campaign, 

Members of the opposition in the 
Alberta house, in opposing establish- 
ment of a provincial bank, challenged 
the Aberhart government with having 
vo intention of actually operating such 
a bank after asking for a charter. 
Those legislators also pointed out 
that provincial banks operated by pol- 
{ticians have a record of  disastrou;: 
failure; that in Alberta such a bank 
would merely duplicate present ser- 
vices at great expense to taxpayers; 
and that it would compete with pres- 
ent chartered banks which pay more 
than a quarter million dollars a year 
to the provincial treasury in taxes.. 

The provincial treasury lost one 
substantial source of tax revenue a 
few weeks ago when the Banque Can- 
adienne Nationale closed up all its 
branches in Alberta shareholders and 
depositora being told at the annual 
meeting that the step was forced by 
the fact that, unable to operate profit- 
ably in Alberta although trying to 
continue service to Alberta people, teb 
bank was forced to close down in this 
province because of excessive taxes. 

And on the day the provincial bank 
bill went through the legislature the 
province defaulted on another two 
bond maturities, making the total de- 
fault, in prineipal alone, $14,000,000 
since the Aberhart government assum 
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Strathmore, Alberta, debra 22, 1940.

The machinery 
used for Road Grading and maintain- 
ing purposes having all been paid in 
full. 

he School situation was radically 
changed during the past year and the 


Mill Rate tor the Wheatland School 
Division was 8 1-2 mills while in the 
Calgary Division it was 7 1-2. Suftic- 


ient funds are on hand to pay the first 
quarter requisition without the neces- 
sity of borrowing from the Bank and 
this is a very satisfactory state of Af- 
fairs, 

Road Work was continued on 
same basis during 1939 as in the past 
lew years and 23 3-4 miles of High 
grade road were put up, while 1 1-2 
miles were graded with the blade gra- 
der, In addition 1-2 mile was clayed 
ud 3-4 mile of small fills were made 
and one big fill was put in with the 
use of a Scraper. 

Mr P. Sidam was appointed weed In- 
spector for 1939 and he worked in 
close conjunction with the Govern- 
tment jeldman in endeavouring to de- 
vise ways of controlling Hoary Cress, 
Many patches were seeded to Crested 
Wheat grass and we are looking for- 
ward with interest to note the results 
of this work. 76 miles of roadside 
were also seeded down to control the 
weeds and in particular spots to try 
and stop teh spread of Hoary Cress, 

The delegates to the Annual Munici 
pal Convention were Councillor 
Phillips and myself and while many 
matters pertaining to al] phases of 


the 


Municipal work were discussed we felt 
that the Buying and the 
Survey of Municipal Government in 
Alberta were the things you would be 
most interested in and affected by, 
The Association has connections that 
permit teh purchasing of bridge and 
culvert lumber in carload, — steel cul- 
verts gopher poison and Stationery 
supplies through the Association, The 
\ssociation makes 15 per cent and af- 
ter deducting the operating expenses 
for the year the balance is divided 
pro-rata among the districts that have 
purchased through the Association. 
At the 1988 Convention the follow 
ing resolution was passed “That 
this Association take such steps as 
may be necessary to provide for a 
complete review of the whole question 
of local government with a view to de- 
vising a plan, for submission to a fut- 
ure convention, which would be gen- 
erally applicable to existing condi 
tions in the Province.” This import- 
ant survey work was entrusted to Mr 
A. S. Abel, B. A. and he brought in an

interim report at the 1939 Convention 
One of the alarming features brought 
out in his interim report is the fact 
that in the years 1917 to 1938, 23 Mun- 
icipal Districts reverted to Improve- 
ment Districts and no other form of lo- 
cal government has been set up to re- 


place the Municipal Districts, All 
must realize that extensive disorgan- 
ization of Municipal Districts unac- 


companied by any progressive form of 
reorganization is a constant threat to 
our system o local Government, 

in conjunction with the Municipal 
District of Dinton No, 18%, consider- 
able improvements were made at the 
Wyndham ark during the past year 
and camping and picnic facilities are 
greatly improved as a result,
